He admires all American ideals and conventions 
that are sensible. American social activity is too fast for 
him to follow. He detests the prevailing so-called modernis- 
tic ideals. He will never be too old to follow the American 


sports in wrestling, baseball and boxing. 
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Within the modern city of San Francisco, there is a 
Spot, Chinatown, which is still half feudal and half 
mediaeval. The "leaders" of this Chinese colony still 
maintain their feudal characteristics despite the fact 
that they are sometimes acclaimed as modern leaders by 
American high society. It happens that I know one of 
these leaders. A little inquiry into his life would 
show that most of the leaders of this part of our modern 
villages. It is strange to find that the high immigra- 
tion wall which keeps away so many “cheap aliens" can- 
not stop the invasion of Oriental feudalism. Still 
more strange is the fact thai capitalistic America is 
entirely unconscious of this feudal inroad. 

The brief life history of Mr. 5S., who is a great 
leader of San Francisco Chinatown, will prove that what 
I have said is not untrue. Here is the story. 

Mr. S. was born in Kwangtung Province, China, fifty- 
five years ago. His family has for a long time been a 
landlord family. For this reason, S. was able to receive 
an education. At the age of twenty he passed the county 
examination and was given the title "Sil-Chai", the Bril- 
liant Genius, which distinguished him from the rest of 
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his villagers. Since he was successful in his first 
step, he looked toward the passing of the Provincial 
Examination and the most honorable Imperial Examination. 
Had it not been for the overthrow of the Empire, and had 
he been successful through these examinations, Mr. S. 
would probably now be seated in the high Imperial chair 
in Peking. 

The establishment of the republic broke Mr. 5's il- 
lusions into pieces; it upset his whole plan. Mr. S's 
father never forgave Dr. Sun Yat-Sun for what he had 
done to the bright future of his son. Mr. S. himself 
was not indignant. During the first few years of the 
republic, Mr. S. always hoped for a restoration. Mean- 
while, he lived in his village as law adviser to the 
people, encouraging people to carry on law suits against 
each other so that he could always draw his share from 
them as adviser. When restoration seemed hopeless, Mr. 
S. changed his political philosophy; instead of advo- 
cating monarchism he became a revolutionist overnight 
by joining the Kuomingtang Party. This was in 1916. 

After he had joined the Kuomingtang Party, Mr. S. 
was very active in political circles. In 1918 he came 
to the United States as chairman of ihe-aeseline Bene- 
volent Association. The immigration office admitted him 
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as a half governmental official and thus allowed him to 
bring a few secretaries with him. These secretaries 
were several of his fellow village folk who could not 
earn their living at home and were exceedingly anxious 
to migrate to a country where wages were higher and em- 
ployment easier. Having learned that they could enter 
the United States by becoming secretaries of Mr. S., they 
paid eight hundred dollars (each person) to him for this 
"honorable" position, secretary of the chairman. fhis 
wad how Mr. S. entered the United States and became one 
of the leaders of Chinatown. 

Mr. S. returned to China in 1921. He remained in 
the vicinity of Hongkong far a couple of years. In 1923 
he held the position of magistrate of -As-P.- District 
(Hsien). It was reported he paid eight thousand dollars 
for this position, but he got six thousand back during 
the first two months by selling other sub-offices to his 
followers. Unfortunately enough for him, the provincial 
government appointed another person magistrate of the 
district seven months later. So Mr. S. was forced to 
leave. However, his friends calculated that by the time 
he left his office he had already made over a thousand 
dollars. As soon as he left his office, he returned to 


Hongkong and began speculating in real estate.

It happens that 
I came to know one of these leaders. A little inquiry into the 
life of this man would show that most of the leaders of this part 
of our modern city have come from the "tu-hau" class in the Chinese 
villages. It is strange to find that the high immigration wall 
which keeps away so many "cheap aliens", cannot stop the invasion 
of Oriental feudalism. Still more strange is the fact that 
capitalistic America is entirely unconscious of this feudal inroad. 

The brief life history of Mr. S., who is a great leader of 
San Francisco Chinatown, will prove that what I have said is not 
untrue. Here is the story. 

Mr. S. was born in Kwangtung Province, China, fifty-five 
years ago. His fambly has for a long time been a landlord family. 
For this reason Mr. S. was able to receive an education. At the 
age of twenty he passed the county examination and was given the 
title "Sil-Chai", the Brilliant Genius, which distinguished him 
from the rest of his villagers. Since he was successful in his 
first step, he looked to the passing of the Provincial Examination 
and the most honorable Imperial Examination.

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Mr. X. , the only son of a Chinese pioneer rice miller 
of the Hawaiian Islands was born in Honolulu in 1882. Besides 
being a miller his father owned interests in sugar eee 
Sugar mills, curio shops and genneriee. / Wie father was in Ha- 
waii long before its last monarch, Queen Lilioukalani, who was 
deposed at the establishment of the republic in 1893. | 

When X. was three years old his mother took him to their 
ancestral village in the Chung Shen District in the Province 
of Canton. Their home was a palatial mansion. At the time, 
it was the first foreign type of architectural plan ever used 
in their district. The people did not dare to put up any ob- 
jections, because of the financial position of the owners. It 
was their monetary or financial status which gave them the 
privilege to do as they wished. 

During his infancy, X. had a Chinese governess to look 
after him, keep him company and teach him everything that a 
child of his age should know, and he learned everything under 
the sun. Custoparily, in China, children who reached their 
seventh anniversaries were sent to the village school for 
their first step in education. So Mr. X. was sent to a pri- 
vate school in his village especially established for the mem- 
bers of their class by the wealthy families. There were also 


other schools in the village for the so-called middle-class 
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or poorer class of children. Mr. X. spent seven years in the 

private village school. During this period he was taught all 

of the ten primary readers, elementary history, Chinese class- 
ics, and composition. In fact, every pupil in his school was 

taught more subjects than it was possible for little brains 

to absorb. 

When he was fourteen years old, his mother took him back 
to Honolulu after the Hawaiian Queen was deposed. Upon his 
return to the Island, his father took him around the Islands 
to show him all of his business interests. In so doing, he 
explained that one must work hard, cohscientiously and indus- 
triously before one could be successful in whatever one might 
undertake. X. was alse shown how each line of business was 
conducted and operated; these surveys included the sugar plan- 
tations, pineapple plantation and cannery. H spent nearly a 


year going around with his father from place to place where 


his business interests were located. Then, at the end of these 


business trips he was sent to an exclusive private school to 
study English. 
This was a secondary school starting with the first grade 


and continuing up to the eighth grade and high school subjects. 


This might be called a preparatory school for college entrance 
examination. X. studied the subjects which were required by 


the public school for the first four grades. ‘Then from the 
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fifth grade on he was allowed two optional subjects for each 
grade. Mr. X. selected business, elementary commercial laws, 
economics and French. By the time he finished the seventh 
grade he was about twenty-two years old. 

Then his father sent him back to China again. This trip 
was for the purpose of marrying the girl whomhis feather had 
chosen for him while X. was adudying in the Islands. It was 
the custom and tradition of the Chinese people at that time 
to do the match making or choosing for their children, even 
though the parties concerned never met or saw each other be- 
fore. The marrying couples had no ward in what ever arrang- 
ements their parents had made for them in the netter of betro- 
thals or marriages. It was the parents who gave the consent. 
His parents spent nearly $4,000 on the celebration of his mar- 
riage. Every cousin, distant or close and people of the same 
village and nearby villages were invited to help celebrate his 
matrimonial feast which lasted two whole weeks. Theatrical 
performers were engaged to entertain the guests. New contin- 
uous shows were given daily during the festival. Even the 
middle-class people had matrimonial celebrations which lasted 

more than four days. Large kerosene spot lights were installed 
through the village for the evening celebrations. 

X. remained in the village until the birth of his first 
child. It happened to be a girl which was not what he had 


hoped for and in a way, he was rather disappointed. When his 
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daughter was hardly 17 months old, he took a trip back to the 
Hawaiian lslands, Leaving his own family behind in the village. 

He arrived back in Honolulu in 1905, and no sooner had 
he landed than his father put him to work in ohe of his baz- 
aars. He was made assistant manager. Then one year later his 
father put him in full control of the new hardware store, rea- 
lizable from the money which he made in the bazaar business. 

xX. managed the hardware business smoothly and business increased 
rapidly. He enlarged the store for his father and adde@ a more 
complete stock to make it more serviceable and convenient for 
customers. He managed this successfully and kept at it for 
three years. 

Then he took another trip back to China, this time, to see 
his own family. He remained in the village until the second 
child was born. This happened to be a boy, and indeed, Mr &. 
was very happy. The odd idea existed that a daughter would 
belong to someone else after ee was married but the son would 
mnain with the family even though he were married. ‘he sons 
usually carried on the traditions of the family's ancestors. 
Mr. X's father also spent some money in celebrating the birth 
of a grandson, for that was his first and only grandson and 
he was also extremely pleased. 

After this happy event, Mr. X. returned to Honolulu to 


take charge of the hardware business once more. He managed 
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it for two years until his father opened up a grocery store 
which included a small meat market. Somehow or other, Mr. X. 
did not like this sort of business. He began to lose interest 
in it, so he turned this business back to his father and told 
him that he wished to go to the main land or the States to 
make his fortune. He was offered about $2,000 by his father 
as capital on which he might start business, but Mr. x did 
not accept this amount of money. H e wanted to start business 
with his own money, and therefore accepted only enough for 
his transportation and incidental expenses. 

Mr. X. arrived in San Francisco in 1914. His first job 
here was as salesman in a Chinese Senna in Chinatown. 

He worked at it for four months and then went to work ina 
bazaar which was one of the oldest Chinese occupations in 
California, and was employed there until 1917. When the war 
broke out he was drafted into the United States Army during 
the World's War, went through military training but was never 
called into actual service. After the Amistice was signed 

he bought a small curio shop of his own. 

Hardly more than three months later he became ill, and 
went to several medical doctors none of whom could diagnose 
his case correctly. His illness tortured him for nearly five 
months, until finally he gave up his business and returned to 


his home in China. There his illness was cured by a herbalist 
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medico in his village. Being cured by a herbalist fired X's 
ambition to study about herbs and their curative properties. 
Herbs were first used by the Chinese long before Christ was 
born. Now, in the modern scientific age, some herbs are used 
in making western medicines. 

Mr. X. spent five years in learZning to be a herbalist. 
He also learned astrological reading. Although in America the 
practice of Astrology among the public is considered as fraud, 
yet it still Pe eteneer tne Many government officials rece 
ognize Astrology. Mr. X. returned to America in 1923. 

Upon his teturn to San Francisco X. operated a herb store 
where he sold herb tea to theChinese people who desired such 
means of curing their illnesses. teside this, lr. X. also 
gave astrological readings. Many Chinese who were not and 
could not be cured by western medical doctors were cured by 
him. He became well-known within six years, and during this 
period accumulated some money. He made two trips back to China 
within this period. While he was in China he learned the art 
of giving seances. There were no contraptions or instumments 
used at all, except a bowl of water which lad the sane purpose 
as a crystal ball used by crystal gazer. Many American people 
came to him for readings but he would not give any such read- 
ings to them for fear that he might be persecuted by local 
authorities. He kept to his all Chinese clients.

Dr. F., the fourth son of a Chinese merchant was born 
in Kwang Tung Province, China in 1858. When he was a baby 
he was well taken care of and as the youngest son of a rich 
man in China was regarded as jewel. All kinds of parental 
caresses were bestowed upon him. H e was more or less of a 
spoiled child, as children of rich families are. He was still 
unable to walk when he was nine years old, but not because 
he was undernourished, nor lacking in proper care. He was 
simply never given the cahnce to learn how to walk for he 
wasalways in either the arms of his mother or his nursemaid, 
known in China as, "Nai-Ma". His parents thought him so 
precious that they dared not let him set foot on the floor 
for fear something might happen to his legs. From birth un- 
til he was nine, he was carried on a wide strap on the back 
of his nurse-maid, in a manner similar to that in which In- 
dian women carried their babies. The nurse-maid often sang 
to him, and taught him to repeat after her. She taught him 
to read fairy tales and picture books, and Dr. F. learned 
rapidly. 

When he was ten years old his parents sent him to an 
exclusive private school for the children of the wealthy fa- 


ilies. At school he entered the class for children older

than he was, and learned rapidly. He excelled in arithme- 
tic and history, and during his nine years at this school he 
was awarded several first prizes for passing his examinations 
with highest percentages. He also won two first prizes in 
essay contests. 

Later he entered a secondary school at Hong Kong which 
Was a private boarding school. He sturied Biology, English, 
German, Mathematics, and Chinese, which was one of his re- 
quired subjects. He spent four years there. After that he 
spent one year ata college and took part of the subjects 
required by the Medical College for its preliminary courses. 
He excelled in Zoology and Botany. He was interested in 
the study of anatomical science, so he made up his mind to 
become a docbore In those days China had not the kind of 
medical school we have in present day America and those who 
wished to become "western doctors" had to go to Europe or 
Ameria to study. 

Dr. F. knew that his father could afford to send him 
to private school, but sending him abroad was another ques- 
tion. This, he couldn't do because he was not rich by any 
means. Hence Dr. F. obtained a position as a botany and 
zoology instructor in one of the secondary schools, taught 
school for four years and during this period saved up quite 


a bit of money. 
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In fall of 1884 he bought a passage on one of the 
schooners bound for California. Of course, his journey a- 
cross the Pacific was not any too pleasant. W inds often 
blew the ship out of her course. Storms sossed it all a- 
round. The ship was nearly wrecked and sunk in mid-ocean, 
and Dr. F. thought that he was going down with the ship. 
Nature's freakish will saved the ship from being dashed to 
pieces, and he finally arrived in «San Francisco on Christ- 
mas Day of that year. He was met by his second brother at 
the landing near Montgomery Street. Montgomery Street in « 
those days was the water front of the city. 

Two weeks after his arrival he obtained a position 
in a Chinese Import-Export concern as a secretary. His du- 
ties were to take care of all the import and export busin- 
ess, including the declaration of duties, correspondence, 
legal documents, and other technicalities. In other words, 
he took charge of any difficulties which his emptoyer might 
have. He kept his job for six years, and after that he went 
to Philadelphia and made his home with his cousin. In 1890 
he entered a small Surgeons and Physicians College in Phil- 
adelphia.e. H e spent six years studying medicine. His tui- 
tions were paid from the money he had saved while me was work- 
ing in San Francisco. In 1897 he was a full-fledged phys- 


ician with a license to practicé,. 
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When he was studying at school, he also worked for the 


Federal Government as interpreter from time to time during 


his school vacations. In 1897 he was appointed by President 


McKinley as special investigator for the Treasury Department 
on counterfeiting cases in Pennsylvania and New York. The | 
reason for appointing him as special agent was that no Amer- 
ican would suspect that a Chinese was employed by the Feder- 
al Government for this kind of investigation. He performed 
his duty and work satisfactorily. The only persons who knew 
of his position with the Treasury Department were President 
McKinley and the Chief of the Secret Service Bureau of that 
department. 

When he was on duty as special agent he became acquain- 
ted with an American girl who was one of the descendants of 
those pilgrims who came to America on the Mayflower. Their 
friendship turned into romance. Finally they were married 
after Dr. F. received his doctor degree. and then they moved 
to New York. There he practiced medicine among his own peo- 
ple. From time to time he wrote several books on the study 
of the English Language especially for Chinese students. In 


the beginning his business was wery limited, so he obtained 


a position with the Immigration Bureau as Chinese interpreter 


at Ellis Island, N. Y. and practiced medicine at the same time. 


In 1900 he moved to Pittsburgh, sothat his wife might 
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live near his mother-in-law. Here, Dr. F . opened his offre 
in the Chinatown district. His many patients were Chinese and 
Europeans, and his office had to be enlarged in order to ac- 
comodate all his patients. Then in 1910, his business doub- 
led. H e bought a large house near the Chinese district and 
had it remodeled to suit his purpose; that was, the frort and 
lower parts of his house were used as his office, and the 

two upper floors were used by his family. Then in 1912 he 
bought one hundred acred of land in Lakewood, New Jersey, 
where he built a summer home, 

In 1913, Dr. F. and his family took a trip back to China 
to see his father who was at that hime, eighty-nine years 
old. Dr. F. took his father along with them in their travel 
through the coast of China. He had been so used to American 
conveniences, that he did not think of China as a comfortable 
Place to live in. Of course, China today is quite different, 
and wne would find the big cities in China just like any oth- 
er big city in America. After six months of their travel, 
Dr. F. brought his father with him to America. He arrived 
in Pittsburgh in 1914 and there he resumed his practice. 


In 1920, a tragic thing happened to hi m just when his 
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business was running smoothly. | Some of the American (white)  . _ 
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doctors who were not doing so well with their practices bew 7x. 


came jealous of his business. So they(most of them were Irish) 
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framed him by planting drugs in his office in greater amount 
than the laws allowed him to possess or use. They even had 
false witness against him. The judge, district attorney, and 
jury were also bribed by his enemies. By chance, it so hap- 
pened that everyone involved in this case was Irish. He was 
convicted on the grounds of the circumstantial evidence which 
was planted in his house and was sent to the penitentiary to 
serve three years. His trial lasted seven months and cost 
him about nine thousand dollars. | 

After his release from the penitentiary he tried to re- 
establishé his status as a reputable physician, but he could 
not make ite H owever, he kept up his business until the Ir- 
ish narcotic agents began to hound him again. Finally he be- 
came so sick of such prejudice against him that he sold all 
his property and moved to California where he found peace. 
That was in 1925. After that he began to speculate in stocks 
and he made a little fortune, but he stopped fortunately just 
before the stock crashin October 1929. Since that day he has 
retired from business. Dr. F. plans to rmturn to China with 
his family and expects to stay there forever, because of the 
way he was treated in America. 

Dr. F has one daughter who has been on the vaudeville 
stage for more than nineteen years. She was the first Chin- 


ese girl to imitate animal calls and sound on thb stage. 
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[ she is a lover of animals and has made several trips to the 
African jungles for the purpose of studying the animals in 
their habitats. | 

Dr. F. admires the Americans for their excellence in 
science, progress and inventions. The thing he detests most 
is their continual discrimination against the Chinese. It 
is his opinion that most of those Americans who were pre-~ 
judiced against him were of Irish descent bearing Irish names 
He thinks that outside of these the majority of Americans 
are bread-minded and friendly. 

He advises any young man who wishes to be successful, 
to be honest, conscientious, frugal, hardworking and to think 
twice before he does anything. Always think of Confucius' 
Golden Rules. He approves of successful intermarriage only. 
He detests trial-marriage or free loves, for such things are 


just like the social evils, legalized prostitutions. 
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Mr. Dei was born in China in 1885. He is the oldest son 
of a merchant who sold supplies for all Chinese religious rites 
or ceremonies. Such supplies consisted of money and clothing 
of paper, and these were used by the Chinese as sacrificial 
offerings. They were burned in order that the spirits of the 
departed ones might have some money to spend and clothing to 
wear in the great beyond. His father taught him the art of c 
cutting those paper articles of various colors into all kinds 
of shapes and designs. Beside those things he was also taught 
how to make andcolor candles which were to be used in the Chi- 
nese temples and shrines. 

When he was seven years old, he went to the Chinese school 
in the village. He spent five years in studying his Chinese 
lessons. When he was twelve he surpassed the other boys who 
were three or four years older. He excelled in art, fundam- 
ental philosophy of Confucius, business arithmetic, and book- 
keeping. Two years later he spent one year at a county sec- 
ondary school where he specialized in a business course. 

When Dei was fifteen, his father became sick because of his 
advanced age. Gradually, Mr. Dei was given full charge of 
his father's business. The business was incresing and then

ess was enlarged and consolidated with three other small bus= 
iness houses. Mr. Dei was elected as general managers his 
father, the president; and his paternal uncle, the vice-pres-= 
ident. 

His desire and ambition for betterment in his business 
and cultural edueation caused hig to change his plans for the 
future. He gave up managing his father's business and took 
a trip to America. On this trip he suddenly became ill and 
spent three-fourths of his time in his cabin. He thought he 
would never reach beees cat tte cnet his life to a Chinese herb-= 
alist who brewed some herb teas for him. The ship physician 
gave up hope for his recovery, but the Chinese herbalist diag- 
nosed his case differently, as all Chinese herbalists do. His 
troubles were broncho-pneumonia and herniasJ 

He arrived in San Francisco in the summer of 1903 in one 
of those old type Japanese steamers. Ther first thing he did 
when he landed was to attend a special or private sbhool for 
business. During the evenings he worked in a Chinese shop 
where they sold religious supplies. His duties were to make 
candles, paper money and clothings, and various other artic- 
les for sacrificial offerings. He did not need much training 
for he had enough experiences before he came to America. One 
year later he saved enough money to buy a few shares of stock 


in the shop in which he worked. One year after that he took 
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a trip back to China and was married there. Seven months 
after his marriage his wife died from cancer. The death of 
his wife was a great blow to him and he took another trip 
back to America for the purpose of forgetting the loss of his 
beloved one. 

Mr. Dei once again arriveé in San Franciseo in April, 
1906, exactly two weeks before the great earthquake and fires. 
That catastrophe was the turning point toward a more vigorous 
desire and determination to pull himself together. Six months 
after the fires he went to Fresno, California., to live with 
some cousins. There he found a job in a Chinese buteher shop 
and starting from an errand boy he advanced to buyer. He 
left the job in 1909 and returned to San Francisco where he 
obtained a job as a night operator in the Chinese telephone 
exchange. During the day he collected out of town call bills. 

In 1913 he and some cousins opened up a Chinese restaur= 
ant for both the American and Chinese trades. The 1915 Inter- 
national Exposition attracted a great many people to San Fran- 
cisco and as a result his restaurant and business began to in- 
crease. Beeause of their excellent food and cooking the buse 
iness increased tremendously. Then he again was made general 
manager of this business. 

In 1920 he formed another company to buy some land for 


building a hotel and tea garden. Here he was also made a gene 
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eral manager. Six months later he married a second time. Then 
he took a trip to China with his wife, on a business and hon- 
eymoon trip combined. His purpose was to import Chinese art 
goods and chinawares and many other things to be used in their 
restaurants. While he was away one of the managers whom he 
appointed to look after things, took advantages of his absenee 
and took full control of the business and assumed all the con- 
trolling powers. When he returned to San Francisco he learned 
of this unfair deal and immediately formed another company to 
start a new restaurant, and entirely new kind where once could 
dance and dine. That was the first one of its kind on the 
Pacific Coast at which Chinese foods were served. Then in 1923 
he again formed a company for holding real estates. Thus 
this company bought the controlling stocks of the two restaut- 
ants which he was managing. Finally he was elected president 
of the corporation and served until 1933. 

Then in 1930 he started another restaurant under which 
he served as first mamger. In 1982 the real estate holding 
company took over the hotel business which Mr. Dei started in 
1920 and was also made general manager of it. In June 1933 
he started a Chinese motion picture business, and produced : 
the first Chinese talking picture in the world with all Chin- 
ese stars and ates This company prospered rapidly and all 


the films they produced were sent to every Chinese colony in 
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the world. Of course, China was the big market for these films, 
for there were no motion picture companies which produced all 
Chinese talking pictures until this company consolidated with 
another motion picture company in China which produced silent 
pictures. Then the same year he was eledted chairman of the 
board of directors of one of the Chinese theatres in San Fran- 
cisco. Beside these positions he is also an officer of sev- 
eral Chinese organizations such as the Chinese Chamber of Com- 
merce, Community Chest, Chimese Better Business Bureau and 
many others. 

He said that initiative, courage, patience, industry, 
thrift, and honesty are the keys to his success. One must 
not be afraid of hard work or long hours, one must stick to 
what one has started to do-be honest and fair with whom¢ you 
come in contact. Mr. Dei thinks America is a very, very, 
progressive nation but he doesn't like the extreme practices 
of the so-called modernistic people for they will sooner or 
later become inmates of our American insane asylums. He said 
that the Chinese people should adopt American ideals if they 
are sane, conventional, and practical. Of course, he doesn't 
recommend them too strongly. The Chinese should keep their 
traditions, practices, and customs if they are good and get 


rid of those that are bad. 
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Mr. J was born in Sun Ning district of Kwong Tung pro- 
vinee in 1889. His father came to America in the early days 
of California history, though the son is unable to say just 
when his parent arrived. The father fared rather well and 
was able phen six years to open a store dealing in Chinese 

candies, fruits and chinaware as well as other Chinese com= 
modities. Incidentally, the store since its establishment 
over fifty years ago is still in the same location. 

d spent his childhood and early manhood in China atten- 
ding school. He spent the first eighteen years of his life 
in the classroom and during the vacation time, labored in 
the fields. The townspeople of the village engaged in farme 
ing, raising chiefly rice and yams. The land in the village 
was rather barren, as is the land in Sun Ning district gen- 
erally, and the surrounding country quite mountainous. The 
weather was extremely hot in the summer time, but not sev- 
erely cold in winter. 

He found life in China comfortable because his father 
sent money home from America for the family support, and 
consequently his condition was somewhat better than that of 
his neighbors. On his arrival in this country, however, his 
ideas changed somewhat in regard to the meaning of comfort. 


In 1907, the father made a special trip back to China 
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to be present at his son's coming marriage. The son took his 
bride when only eighteen years old, and a year later a male 
child was born. With progeny to carry on the family tradi- 
tions so dear to the heart of the Chinese, J sailed in 1909 
at the age of twenty, for the United States. On arriving 
here, he learned his father's business and devoted his even- 
ings to studying English. While he applied himself diligent- 
ly, facility was denied him due to pressure of other matters 
and so after a year, he discontinued his lessons and sought 
to improve his conversation through contact with American 
friends. After all these years, he has never been able to 
speak fluently, though he understands enough to conduct his 
business. 

During the twenty-odd years that he has spent over here 
he has made five return trips to China, the last made last 
year. He goes back for visits and stays there a few months 
at a time, looking over conditions and noting whatever im- 
provements may have occurred. On each occasion, he noticed 
slow but certain progress in his native land. He saw roads 
built, paths, which in China are streets, widened, and in 
the large cities, the installation of various facilities, 
such as telephones, electricity, and in some cities, gas. | 
The last mentioned convenience, however, is not available in 


Canton. Shanghai and Hong Kong are the most advanced cities. | 
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J said that if he had a lot of money, he would rather return 
to China to make his residence in Shanghai, since that city 
is so far in advance of the others that one can enjoy there 
the same conveniences as here in the United States. 

Shanghai is his choice for that reason, and because of 
the fact that things are cheaper. For five thousand dollars 
he could build a gorgeous and luxurious home in the village, 
but the same house would only cost him one thousand in Shan- 
ghai. Everything is cheaper along the coast and in the cit- 
ies than in the interior because of the extra expense of 
transportation. 

As to living conditions, he emphasized the fact that 
they were different according to the locality. In some dis-e 
tricts, the people were a bit better off than in others. In 
some places like Chung San, people did not knwo what silk 
was, for they were so poor that they were fortunate to have 
a stitch of the poorest cloth obtainable on their backs; 
while in the southern part of the ppovince, people had their 
choice of a variety of garments, silk, linen, and so forth. 
In some parts of the province labor is cheap, and in other 
parts it is high. The living standard of the people natur- 
ally depended on their earning power. People went from pla- 
ces where business and conditions were poorer to the other 


sections to work. In some districts, the people are better 
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off even though they make only ten cents a day because their 
living expenses amount to only five cents a day. There are 
better opportunities to earn one's living in some of the fai- 
rly large cities. The labor consists of pulling richshaws, 
and other types of heavier work, but the people are resigned 
to their lot and never complain so long as they can work and 
save a little to lighten their last days. J said that in some 
districts some make a better living than even in America, 
comparatively speaking. The merchants in some of those 
cities make out quite well. Labor is so cheap in China that 
Americans living in China take advantage of it. For even 

as little as three dollars a month in Chinese money (the 
highest paid dommand only seven dollars) one can hire a girl 
to cook, wash, sew, and even to take care of the children. 
For that reason, J would prefer to live in China, for he 
could be waited on hand and foot for so little. 

Just an instance of how cheaply one can live in China- 
aman in the poorer districts could live royally for the 
duration of his life on three thousand dollars, for that is 
considered a fortune. Naturally in other sections where 
standards are better, what is thought to be a fortune would 
be a larger sum, but it is dafe to say that any man with 
five thousand can live luxuriously in any village. People 


here have remarked that with three thousand dollardg in Am- 
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erican gold, they could return to their native villages and 
spend the remainder of their days in comparative ease and 
comfort. 
Today, J is still in business, although he leaves the 
flanagement in the hands of his son who came over as a child 
and was reared here. At present, his son is in China and 
is due back within two months. The trip, of course, was ¥ 
made so he could get married. At present, J has no plans 
except to stay here until he is old and will return to his 


native land to die. 
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HISTORY OF CHAN KI LEUNG, CHINESE MERCHANT 
|The mild-mannered |Chan Ki Leung clearly reflects, the 


complacency which has characterized his entire life from the 
standpoint of material security. And even though he inherit- 


eda business from his Chinese father he has done well by way 


of keeping that business in order, 

Born fifty-five years ago in the city of Canton, in 
Cheung Chan district, Chan grew from infancy in the midst of 
material somfort, and not once has he been thrown into a con- 
dition of want. His father, a prosperous eer than’. saw that 
his gon received a university training and when the boy was 
ready to start life in a professional sense had enough money 
to set him up in business. | 

Chan's coming to America, therefore, was not for adven- 
ture, and neither was it to pile up a fortune in the manner 
of an opportunist. He merely came over to continue a business 
which had been made secure by his father and to find, pevians, 
a better place for trading in the United States. 

) Chan's family background is not vastly different from 
the background of an American child with a merchant father,for 
in China there is an element of people who live very similarly 
to the middle class in this country. To such @ class Chan be- 
longed. In progressive Canton many people have left behind 
the ancient manner of Chinese life and have taken homes which 
in most respects are like those they occupy when they come to 
America. . . 
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A small, well-kept, single house was the type of dweli- 
ing occupied by Chan and his mother and father, for Chan was 


t 


the only child. They did not have branches of the same fami 
ly occupying the dwelling with them as is the usual custom 
among the chinese, and so Chan enjoyed a distinctive life 
from his babyhood until the time he was ready to lpave home. 
It is to be supposed [then|that Chan received a great 
amount of affection and was greatly loved and admired by his 
parents. and because he never was a very strong boy he prob- 
ably was more pampered than the average child. But Chan's 
parents apparently exercised the proper amount of prudence in 
the matter of rearing their child, as he looks upon them as 
model people and never misses a chance to return to see then. 
Chan was instructed in the rudiments of language at home 
before he started to Ronee, and by the time he was ready to 
enter one of the public institutions of Canton he was able to 
take his place among his classmates with ease. Chan states 
that his school days were quite similar to those of an eed =. 
can boy in a public school, and when he was not at his books 
he was playing with his classmates at games which are common 
to this country. They included ajl kinds of ball games and 
the usual run of play exercised on an American athletic field. 
As in all Chinese education, ancient or modern, much 
stress was placed on reading, due no doubt to the many charac- 
ters a person must learn before he is considered a scholar. 
In this reading Chan became familiar with the simple classics 


in the early years of his education, and as he advanced was 
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introduced to the great philosophic systems of his country. 
From childhood, however, he was taught the wisdom of Confucius 
to serve him as a moral code throughout his life, and although 
Chan has lived in America and among Christian people for thir- 
ty years he has never looked to another teacher besides Con- 
fucius in guiding his mora]. behavior. 

Among the stories he heard as a child there is one we 
will recall here as typical. It is entirely legendary and ty- 
“pical of the Chinese, but it is doubtful if Chan really be- 
lieves the miraculous outcome of the tale. He appears to be 
a very practical man, accepting only that which is practical 
in the works of the masters. The story is as follows: 

A certain holy man was walking one day tiitough a rural 
Section of China when he came upon a field which was being 
ploweé by a young boy. And having come a long way the holy 
man decided to rest and to seek the society of the young boy 
whom he called from across the field to where he stood on the 
roadside. As the boy approached the holy man saw something 
in the boy's face which he liked very much and after having 
talked with the lad for a while told him as a friend that he 
did not have long to live. 

| The boy was alarmed over the prediction of the venerable 
man and respecting his word ran to get his father to tell him 
also what the holy man had said. The father, being fond of 
his only son, called the holy man back aS he was walking down 
the road away from the field, and narted him if something could 
not be done to forestall the death of one so young. 
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Now the holy man was exceedingly versed in all the anc- 
ient books of magic and prophecy and he knew a way of saving 
the life of the young boy in whose face he had read signs of 
an early death. So he instructed the boy to act in this man- 
ner. He told him to go up into the mountains and on a certain 
path he would follow there would be a great knotted pine tree 
growing and underneath the great tree he would find two men 
engaged in a game of chess. 

The boy should take with him two bottles of excellent 
wine and some feast cakes and while the men played he should 
give them wine to drink and the cakes to eat, never saying a 
word so that they would ignore his presence, until after a 
while the men on their Gin eedora would notice the kind boy 
who had brought them refreshments and offer him a boon for 
his thoughtfulness. 

The boy did as he was told, taking with him the wine and 
the feast cakes and following the road pointed out by the holy 
mane And he came upon the two , who were sitting beneath a 
large, knotted pine tree on a large, flat rock, completely ab- 
Sorbed by a game of chess they were playing. So the boy took 
the wine and gave it to the: players, one of whom had a great, 
red face, and the other had a face as white as rice when it is 
polished. 

The two men continued at their game just as the holy man 
had predicted, until after a while when they had become filled 
with the wine and the feast cakes notioed that it was the boy 
who had been supplying them with the refreshments. They were 
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loud in their praises of the thoughtful boy and in an effort 
to repay him they offered him any favor he would ask. The 
boy straightway asked the favor he had been told to ask by 
the holy man, whereat the two men stared at the boy in wonder 
that he should know they possessed the power to grant him his 
desire. 

So one of the men took a book from his garb and turning 
its pages came to the name of the boy who stood before them. 
They saw that according to the book the boy was to die ina 
very few days and the man who held the book took a brush and 
marked the figure in such a way as to appear that the boy was 
not to die for a great number of years. So in that manner 
the boy's life was prolonged to a great old age. 

The two men, however, told the boy that they were the 
rulers of the lives and destinies of men, and that he should 
go back and warn the holy man not to tamper with their de- 
Signs. At this the two vanished in a cloud of smoke, accom- 
panied by a greet, roaring noise, and the boy came down from 
the mountain rejoicing to tell his father. He thanked the 
holy man and told him what the two men of destiny had told 
him, but the holy man was consoled in his fear from the warn- 
ing in the knowledge that he had prolonged the life of such 


an excellent boy. 


Such is the type of story Chan learned from his Chinese 
teachers during the early years of his training in the 
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Cantonese school, and the quaintness of the tale and the fact 


that such lore was common to the mn's childhood makes it un- 
derstandable why he retains a great love for thetraditions 
and customs of China. 

In this respect Chan is not unlike almost any Chinese 
who was born in the land of his forefathers. It is obvious 
that Chan has a great love for these stories and that he will 
never grow entirely accustomed to the American way of seeing 
life. It is not that Chan accepts these fancies as fact, but 
in such Lore there is a quality which becomes a part of the 
person who hears it over and over as Chan did in his early 
school years. 

As for a moral code and religion, Chan abides by the 
teachings of Confucius alone. He does not look upon the words 
of that master as a religion, but as a means of greater happi- 
ape by the proper behavior towards other men. And because 
he is faithful to such principles Chan is an honest man who 
apparently lives a peaceful life, restricted though he is in 
social life by living away from his homeland. 

Chan was graduated from Queen's Colicas, an English 
school, in Canton at the age of 22, and three years later he 
asked his father for enough money to come to America to go in- 
to business for himself. The father, who had saved an appreci- 
able sum from his profits as a silk merchant, listened to the 
boy's request and let him come. Chan first decided to start 
his business in San Francisco, but within three years had 
ehanged his mind and came to Los Angeles. 
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At that tine, when he went back to China for a visit,he 
married a Chinese girl, who five years later bore him a son. 
Chan brought his wife to America with him and she has lived 
in this country with her husband ever since. But Mrs. Chan 
has been back to China many times since because her husband 
finds it necessary to return to China on business reasons. 

3 Chan had a very definite preconceived idea of America 
before he reached this country, and the idea was accurate be- 
cause he had talked to so many persons who had been to the 
United States. His plans were also very definite and in them 
he seems to have met with a normal amount of success. He owns 
a large stock of Chinese art ware and other merchandise in 
one of the largest stores of its kind in Los Angeles, but it 
is to be remembered that Chan started out with an investment 
which was given to him by his father. 

Chan seems to have taken care of the Lnventment , however, 
for he was not forced to close his store during depression 
years as were many of his Chinese competitors. He is assisted 
also in his business by his father, who is always ready to buy 
merchandise for his son and send it to Los Angeles when it is 
needed. Thus Chan's buying is done with his own interest pro- 
tected. 

In America the domestic life of the Chan family is very 
sonfortibic, not much unlike the comfort Chan enjoyed through- 
out his life in China, and the Chan son is being educated in 
American schools and is taught business methods in the Chan 
store. He is only 15 years of age, but he helps his father 
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as a clerk. Chan has never been wahuralized, but he intends 
to stay at his business always. He does not look to return- 
ing to China for vetivenent, and presumably will be active 
in his store until death overtakes him. He is a successful 
merchant who would be lost without his life in trade.

Mr. Jung, the third son of one of the oldest Chinese 
mining pioneers and merchants of California, was born in San 
Francisco in 1886. When he was hardly three years old, at the 
outbreak of the so-called Chinese Exodus which was caused by 7 


q 


the Irish propagandists and white labor unions, his father sent 
him, his mother, his older sister, and two older brothers back 
to China. His father feared that they might be harmed by those 
“white vandals". These wane aie often called themselves Ir- 
ishmen and white union laborers.) Mr. Jung's father had reas- 
on to be afraid of such irish propagandists. In that year, 
an officer of the San Francisco Public Health Department or- 
dered and instructed his assistants to quarantine any or all 
Chinese whom they suspected of having contagious diseases. 
iro 6 alleged to be spreading contagious diseases were to be 
cut or operated while conscious under the pretense of quar- 
antine ihspection. In fact they were to be cut limb from 
limb and hung on hooks suspended from the rafters in the same 
manner as meat is treated in butcher shops. Such practices 
were barbaric, and of course the Chinese people obtained a 
Mandamus to prevent the carrying out of such cannibalistic 
plang. % 6 tt te A-» 

Mr. Jung's family arrived in China in 1890, and stayed in 


Hong Kong until 1891. Then his mother took them back to their 
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ancestral village in Canton Province. Not very long after that 
his two older brothers and sister were sent to the village 
school to study Chinese. Mr. Jung was not sent to school be- 
cause he was not old enough. Children in China were usually 
sent to school when they were about seven years old. He re- 
mained at home with his mother, who taught him how to sing child- 
ren songs by having him repeat them after her. He learned how 
to write his “a name and also was taught how to write very 
Simple words. His mother taught him many things that the young- 
Ssters were taught in the kindergarten, and he learned rapidly. 
Outside of his daily one hour study at home, he played 
with the other boys of his age near the village shrine or ten- 
ple. The other boys of his own age indulged in all sort of 
Bames. The game he was most fond of was "feather kicking". 
This game consisted of seeing who could kick the "feather" 
without missing. He would kick it into the air and let it 
fall on the side of his shoes and bounce. Then he kicked it 
up again, trying as many times as possible to hit it. The 
feather" was made of paper cylinders, three inches wide and 
a half inch thick, of thin paper, with three feathers pierc- 
ing through them. The bottom of the paper cylinders wag ate 
tached to a piece of snake sking folded twice. Two copper 
coins, one on top and one on bottom were used to weigh it 


down. The snake wkin was to make it bounce and the three 
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feathers gave it grace when it was kicked in to the air. 
When he was seven years old he was sent to the village 
school. There he was taught the simple or first reader dur- 


ing the first year. For the next seven years he was taught 


from the second ot the ninth Chinese Reader. Besides, he learn- 


ed how to use the abacus, the Chinese mathematical instmment. 
This was used for adding, substracting, dividing, and multi- 
plying. abacus facet naa in various sizes or lengths. The 
smaller sizes containnine columns and the largest fifteen col- 
umns. Hach column of the abacus is divided into two sections 
of two and five wooden beads. The two beads on the ubper sec- 
tion represent five each and the beads on the lower section 
represent one each. The digits are started from the right 
with the tenth unit up to the fourteenth figure. The slide- 
rules which are being used by the engineers, draftmen, and 
otter technicians in America and Europe originated from the 
abacus. Abacus is indispensable with Chinese merchants re-=- 
gardless of whether they are modern or old-fashioned business 
mene 

In 1900 Mr. Jung was sent to an English secondary school 
in Hong Kong, and there he learned Chinese and English. En- 
glish was the major subject. Before he entered this school 
he had spend three years taking private English lessons which 
he was taught by progressive methods. Mr. Jung spent three 
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years at that school. After that he entered the Queen's Col- 
lege at Hong Kong where he studied four years. Here he took 
a course in economics and political economy. French and Ger-= 
man were his choice in foreign languages. Upon his completion 
of the four years study at the Queen's College, he took a civ- 
il service examination at Shanghai and passed with the high- 
est pereentage. 

He enteréd the Chinese government service at Shanghai in 


the Custom Service. He remained in the government service 


first as clerk, but was transferred to Hankow. Before he re-= 


ported for duty in that city, he was given two months fur- 
lough with full pay. Then he went back to his ancestral vil- 
lage to see his mother. Before his return to his duty, he 
was married. So he took his wife with him¢ to Hankow where 
he worked until 1908. Again, he was promoted to custom in- 
Spector for service in Shanghai. ‘Then in 1910 he was appoin-= 
ted Deputy Commissioner of Custom. 

The Civil War broke out, and he was discharged from ser- 
vice. In 1913 the political turmoils in China had subsideé, 
and he had himself reinstated into the custom service. As 
soon as his application for reinstatement was accepted he was 
appointed as Commissioner of Custom at Shanghai. in the course 
of service with the custom offices he was transferred from 


port to port. The purpose of the transfers was to have him 
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become accustomed to the various duties in those different 
ports. At the beginning of his sixth year of service with the 
custom, he was furnished with a residence by the Chinese Gov- 
ernment. In fact he was furnished with a house in every port 
he was transferred to. 

His position was not a very easy and pleasant one. He 
often had foeigners (Europeans and American) threaten his 
life, because he carried out his duties by confiscating the 
luggage or things of those who either smuggled or refused to 
pay duty on them. They did not want to pay any duties because 
they happened to be collected in China. In his twenty-four 
years of Custom service, he had many escapes from dangers such 
as war. ‘The most dangerous one was the Chinese-Japanese War 
in 1932. He was taken by the Japanese military authorityies 
as a spy. However, he was cleared by sufficient proof of 
his identity, and because of his American citizenship he was 
released promptly. He had to seek safety in the American gun 
boats from the dangers of war-torn Shanghai. After the war 
he was given two choices by the Chinese Government. He eith- 
er had to give up his American Citizenship or his government 
position. It was the rule of the service that no aliens were 
to be employed in this service with the exception of experts 
who were appointed by the treasury department or the ministry 


of finance. Without any hestitation he gave up his position 
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with the Custom Service and retained his American Citizenship-> 

He returned to America, the land of his birth in Septem= 
ber 1932. He got a position with a custom broker as traffic 
manager in its Chinese Division. He got along nicely until the 
NRA came into existence. Then the white employees of the firm 
insisted that they should have an American (white man) as traf- 
fic manager for the Chinese Division. Mr. Jung persuaded his 
general manager to let him keep his position as such. Then 
the stockholders of the firms opposed Mr. Jung's being traffic 
manager. ‘They claimed that a white man should be in charge 
because it was a white man firm. Subsequently, he was dis= 
charged. 

The custom broker firm made a bad mistake. When Mr. 
Jung lost his position they also lost about $25,000 worth of 
Chinese business annually. When Mr. Jung went the Chinese 
business also went. Finally they realized their mistake so 
they offered Mr. Jung twice the salary he had received before 
and tried to persuade him to accept the offer and return to 
their employ, but he refused. Then Mr. Jung opened his own 
business and brought along with him his former employer's Chi- 
nese clients. His Chinese business is more thanZYor his for- 
mer employer™&. He had been in business not more than two 
years and yet he has made enough money to buy two apartment 


houses in Chinatown. 
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Mr. Jung is a father of four girls and five boys. His 
oldest boy is a Harvard graduate and is a prominent attorney 
practicing law in the high Municipal Court in Shangmi. His 
oldest daughter married a chief justice of the superior court 
in the Canton Province. His second daughter is chief statis- 
tician in the Department of Agriculture in China. The second 
son is a chief chemical engineer in a large chemical factory 
in China. The third daughter is a law teacher in a woman's 
college in North China. The ¢474d fourth daughter is an ento- 
mology instructor in the same college. She is also an opiiie- 
logist. Of the three sons two are studying in Germany, and 
one is studying in a Chinese college. 

In spite of the unfair deal he received when he returned 
to America he still likes America. He doesn't like the Irish 
Jaborers those of the white collar class, because they are 
the only ones who gave him trouble and they are also the ones 
who discriminated against the seineces He loves American jus- 
tice and ideals. He abhors American free love and so-called 
ecompanionate marriage. 

To be successful in anything he advises hard work, being 
conscientious and honest with fellow workers as well as punc- 


tuality. 
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Mr. N was born in a village in the Southwestern part of 
Kwong Tung province in 1904. His father, a native son of 
California, made a trip to China and according to the usual 
custom, was duly married in 1903. The rest of the story is 
told in N's own words. | 

"The climate in the village where I lived is extremely 
hot au Pies the summer time. As late as seven o'clock in the 
evening the water of the river which ran not more than one 
hundred and fifty yards from my home was actually warm. Mo- 
squitoes were thick, and whenver we sat outside during the 
sultry evenings, we were pestered to death. The winters were 
not cold, as 1 remember, and as to the rest of the year, I 
recall nothing. Rainstorms, however, impressed chemseleen 
on my memory. The rainfall was so heavy in our district at 
times that we were forced to take refuge in the nearby moun- 
tains, as we were flooded out of house and home. During the 
rainy season, the earth became so sticky that once I had to 
leave my wooden shoes behind me as I trudged home the rest of 
the way in my bare feet. 

"As youngsters, we went stark naked until we were about 
seven years of age, though of course, ih the school room we 
wore clothing. Our pastimes consisted of games similar to 


those indulged in by children everywhere. It was an expres= 
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sion of the energy in us. We were,however, especially de- 
lighted on New Year's, for the marriedpeople gave children 
money tokens for good luck. We were fascinated when witnes- 
sing either a funeral or a marriage. All that I can remember 
of the funeral is a long line of moumners walking up to the 
mountain side to make the usual offerings of food to the spi- 
rit of the departed. 

"Of the marriage, the details are more vivid. The groom 
had gust returned from the United States. He was gaudily 
dressed and awaited the arrival of the sedan chair bearing 
the bride. The crowd surged forward as the bride made her 
appearance, but it was disappointed, for she descended from 
the carriage with her face, eccording to custom, covered with 
fans. She passed through the throng and entered the house 
of the groom where feasting and joy began, and lasted for a 
period of about a week. 

"Our village was devoted to the cultivation of rice. Each 
man owned his plot of ground in which he plantdd his own rice. 
Planting usually took place in March. Young rice, in stalks 
about four to six inches high, was planted in small bunches. 
Each bunch was stuck into the mud about three to four inches 
under water. It was always a source of delight to me to see 
such straight rows of planted rice. Each row was so straight 


that it would seem as though they were ruled off. As many as 
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eight peopke could work in a plot of ground. 
"The rice, as it grew high, was a beautiful sight. The 
country seemed to be a sea of green, and as the wind baew the 
stalks back and forth it was an attractive sight. Harvesting 
came, if I remember correctly, in August, and every adult man 
and woman was busy in the fields. After the crop was cut, the 
grains werez put in a sort of a grinder to loosen the husks. 
The rice then, on a windy evening, was sifted by the breeze. 
A fist full was gradually let fall and the wind carried the 
waste away. The rice grains were heavier and fell into a 
heap. Then they were stored for future use. They also raised 
peanuts and yams in the village. 

"Living conditions were poor. In regards to sanitation, 
there simply wasn't any. The village had only public places. 
Baths, as I said, were taken during the summer time in the 
river, while during the cold spell, they were either neglected 
or taken at home. Firewood consisted of rice straw, since 
there is Tettle wood in China. Water was rain water obtained 
during the rainy season in the open court of the house or 
drawn from the well. ‘Sometimes, one would see a youngster 

carrying on his shoulder two buckets, hanging one on each 
end of a long pole. These were filled with water from the 
community will. Meals were cooked over a crude stove--just 


a cave with a round hole at the top for the pot to fit in. 
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The housewife would have to push rice straw into the opening 
before cooking the meal. She would suffer in patience as the 
smoke, which had no outlet but the opening where fuel was fed 
was very bitter on the eyes. 

"The food consisted of rice, vegetables and fish, since 
meat was very scarce and expensive. ‘The fish supply seemed 
to be inexhaustible. Fruits of various kinds are found in 
China and very delicious. 

"Housing conditions were peer also. Homes in our village 
were made of brick and were extremely bare, with only the xx 
ground as a floor. Wooden planks on saw horses or something 
Similar served as beds. There were no windows to give either 
ventiliation or light, and the only illumination was by fleans 
of candles or oil lamps. Life in China is very hard. 

"I attended school from the age of five until eleven when, 
to my joy, my father sent for me to come to Amereca. I ar- 
rived in 1915, during the Fair. On the grounds of the exhi- 
bit, I had my firsy taste of ice cream - it was a delight! 
The hustle and bustle here was strange to a youngster - the 
electric and gas appliances as well as other conveniences 
were a continual source of amazement. 

"Upon arrival, I attended the primary and secondary 
schoo’s. While here, life was not too easy, for I had to 


work too, but no matter how bad things get, I would not live 
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in China. Conditions here have spoiled me and I want to stay. 
I would like trips to visit China, but not to stay. My father 
wants to go back to stay and he may do sol He has made a num- 
ber of journeys, but always without me. At thrity, I am 

still young and vigorous and am just waiting for business to 
pick up so I can move from the filth of Chinatown. It is 

too dirty and does not mome up to my standards. No matter 
how poor conditions may be here, still they would be pre- 


ferable to what they are in China." 
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Mr. Mee, the oldest son of one of the oldest families 
in the United States was born in San Franiciseco in 1873. His 
father was the owner of a small general store. In those days- 
general stores usually meant grocery stores where one might 
buy hats, shoes, mining apparatus, etc. It might, in a way, 
be compared with our drug stores of today, for one might find 
there odds and ends, books, pillows, and many other household 
goods. His father's store specialized mainly in Chinese re- 
ligious suuplies of all sorts. Such things as candles, pain- 
ted in every conceivable color and manner. There were also 
some religious sacrificial supplies made ofpapers in many col- 
ors. They represented in shape all kinds of garments, and 
there were also other kinds of religious or sacrificial sup- 


plies called "Yin Bows" and " K'tai Chins" (paper money). 


_ (hess ; ; 
_There) were burned during the religious rites or with prayers, 


in order that the spirits of the departed ofes might have 
something to wear and money to spend in the Great Beyond. 
There were also "K'are Nom Hiang", known to us as incense 
sticks, which were burned or lighted at prayers so that those 
in the other world might have their paths lighted. 

When Mr. Mee was about three years old, his father's 
business prospered. In his fourth year an elderly woman was 


hired to take care of him and his six brothers and sisters. 
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This woman was called "Steye P'ore" or maid. Her duties were 
to cook and to do the laundry of the children in the family. 
When Mr. Mee and his brothers (Chinese girls in thdse days 
were not permitted to go to school) were old enough towe to 
school, the maid took them to school and also called for them 
after school. 

Mr Mee entered Chinese private school when he was seven 
years old. in those days in San Francisco there were no 
schools established by Chinese organizations. In th last 
twenty years, many such schools have been established by 
Chinese societies for the instruction of Chinese children 
who were born in San Francisco and its neighboring cities hot 
including eas perme lene and Alameda for they have their 
own schools). ral Chinese children in San Francisco had to 
and still have to attend Chinese schools after their regular 
American school hours. Mr Mee had to spend about seven hours 
at the Chinese school everyday and half day on Sunday. His 
tiresome program started at ten o'clock in the morning with 
the practice of writing Chinese, then copying words from books 
until noon. Then he went home for lunch. At one o'clock he 
returned to school. Then his teacher taught him the lessons 
from the elementary readers. Then sometimes during the afte- 
ernoon he had to recited his lessons. After that he was taught 
syntax in the reader. Then at four in the afternoon he re- 


turned home for supper and again returned to school to remain 
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from five eS, eighty [From nateens be was taught other sub- 
jects.) He | Poltocd ‘this program continuously until he left 
the school at the age of fourteen. 

In the summer of 1888 his father sent him and his brothers 
back to China to study Chinese. He entered the secondary 
school of his ancestral village and spent five years at this 
school. Here he studied the ethics of Confucious and his fol- 
lowers. He was taught how to write letters. Other related 
subjects and required subjects were also taught him. 

In 1894, he married the girl to whom he was betrothed. 
His parents made this arrangement without his knowledge of 
it. Three months after his marriage he brought his wife back 
with him to San Francisco. Not more than three months after 
his return to his home town, his beautiful wife ran away with 
aman who was more handsome than himself. Her running away 
caused Mr. Mee a great deal of worry. In fact it caused a 
great calamity and the event nearly drove him mad. tlt was 
rather embarrassing and humiliating. After these happenings, 
his father sent hig away on a little trip in order to make 
him forget his troubles and worries. He was away for three 
months and on this trip he visited his maternal uncle ina 
mag camp up in Nevada. Here he learned a Breat deal about 
mining and wild animal trapping for profit. While he was en- 


joying himself in Nevada his mother sent for him bedause his 
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father became ill. He reutrned home and was told to look af-= 
ter his father's business, and since then he has been taking 
care of the store. 

In 1900, his beloved father passed away. His death was 
due to old age (he was about 87 years old at the time). Since 
then Mr. Mee haé had full charge of the business. Gradually, 
there occured a decrease in the volume of their trade. In 
1903, the business was sold for $3,000. This money was turned 
over to his mother who deposited it in the saving bank. 

Gold fever got the best of Mr. Mee so he told his mother 
that he wanted to try his luck at prospecting. His mother 
epnsented to his wishes. Before he went away he promised 
that he would always fulfnll his filial duties. He tried this 
fortune hunting for nearly six years and made enough money out 
of mining, though of course not enough to brag about. 

He came home just about two days before the great San 
Francisco disaster in 1906. He nearly lost all of his per= 
sonal belongings during the great earthquake and fires. He 
went through a lot of ddfficulties before he thought of go- 
ing away. After the earthquake, however, he got himelf a 
job as a cook in a railroad camp where Chinese were employed, 
and worked there until 1910. At that time he started to cook 
for private Fem Gari nocuck out California and Nevada. 


Mr. Mee kept on working as a cook until the outbreak of 
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the World War in 1917. He was drafted into the engineer's 
division of the army. He was in the railroad consturction and 
transportation section. He was in the service not more than 
nine months and then was injured by shrapnel. He was disabled 
and laid up in various army hospitals for treatments until the 
Armistice. He came home after his discharge from service, and 
started to look for railroad construction work, but he was not 
successful in obtaining any employment. One reasonfor his 
failure was his Chinese descent. His being an ex-service man 
did not help him any, but it hélped the so-called white men. 
He applied to the Veteran Bureau at Washington for assistance 
(it was his privilege to do this because of his injury in ser- 
vice in the army), yet he got no results from them. Again 
the main reason for this was that he was Chinese. Although 
they did not say so, their actions showed plainly their dis- 
crimination. These things caused him to be disgusted with 
the American policy. Finally he obtained a job in a Chinese 
restaurant as cook, and kept at this for nearly fifteen years. 
He lost his job again because of his advanced age. His 


wound from the war prevented him from doing any manual labor. 


Since then he had been out of work for a long time. Occasion- 


ally he obtained odd and end jobs in the city and in the zail- 
road camp as cook. Now he ws working under the SERA as a de- 


tail man around the tool house of a project. 
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Mr. Mee, although an American born Chinese is more or 
less old-fashioned about Chinese customs. He does not like 
modern ideas and prefers those of the Victorian age. He used 
to hate America because he was not given a fair deal in seek= 
ing a livelihood. Since President Roosevelt has been in of- 
fice his attitudehas changed. Not matter how much bad feel-= 
ing he had and still has against the American people for their 
discrimination against the Chinese he always has some patri- 


otie spirit in him. He seems to think that no matter whether

It consisted of two wheels joined together by a slender axle. 
Looped about this axle in the center was a string and the player 
held the two ends of the string to let the axle slide back and 
forth from end to end, gaining momentum as it turned until it 
revolved at a high rate of speed. Around the sides of the light 
wheels were little reeds which made whistling sounds and as the 
wheels gained speed the sound became high and shrill. fhe skill- 
ful player had a way of suddenly twisting the string so as to 
unloop it where it circled the axle, throwing the set of wheels 
y high into the air the player catching it on its return. 

Da tai was not so difficult, but it was one of the favorite 
games of the children because it entailed: a spirit of chance, 


coupled with much practice and skill. It was simpler, too, and 
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thus was more popular. this vane was played mostly in the au- 
tumn when the trees which stood around the walls of the Sung 
home were trimmed. The branches were srmatched up by the chil- 
dren, who trimmed off the twigs and foliage to make bare sticks, 
which were the instruments used in the game. The players would 
draw a line across the hard ground and several feet away would 
a one of the sticks with its end pointing directly towards 
the one who was then the principal of the game. With another 
stick similar to the one which lay on the ground before him he 
would make a throw at the end of the stationary stick, releas- 
ing the one in his hand just before it touched the end of the 
other one on the ground. The force of the blow would send the 
ground stick some distance, but if it did not cross the line 
drawn by the players before the strike it was still in the game 
and had to be knocked out by a second or third or even more 
players. When the stick had been knocked over the line in this 
mamer it counted as a point for the person who Knocked it over, 
and that person also could take the stick as his own. 

The game of chien tze, which was Sung's favorite, was play- 
ed with a feather, which was stuck in the hole of a Chinese coin. 
Only the end of the feather was stuck in the hole of the coin, 
the feathery part sticking up as a balance for the instrument. 
The player then poised himself on ome foot and lifting the side 


of the other foot he would let the coin drop. The raised foot 
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would be ready to meet the coin and the player gave it a gentle 
kick which sent it into the air. Thus the point of the game 


was to see how long the player could keep the coin in the air. 


'|In this game a great deal of skill was developed by some play- 


ers and the coin could be sent flying in all directions with 
first one foot and then the other. There were those also who 
could strike the coin with their foreheads and also by letting 
the coin fall behind their backs kick it from the rear, causing 
many twists and turns of the body as the feather darted higher 


and higher and in different directions. The game was also 


| Played in groups, the principals standing in a ring passing the 


\coin from one to mother. 


It was not until Sung had grow to a young man that other 
more modern games were introduced to him, when he attended pub- 
lic schools in the village. He recalls these simple games of 
childhood, however, as his favorites, and the other children 
were like him in enjoying them more then they did the contests 
they played with large rubber balls, such as football, basket- 
ball and other more modern games. Sung also recalls that hide 
and seek was one of the favorite games of the children. 

When this play period was ended in the afternoon the chil- 
dren were called to dinner by the cook and everyone joined ar- 
ound the family tables for their meal. The arrangement, how- 


ever, was to segregate the various members of the family accord- 
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ing to sex, the mam and boys sitting around one table, while 

the women and girls dined in another room together. The sleep- 
ing arrangement was similar, and male members of the family had 
adjoining rooms. Before the children went off to their beds 

they came to the mother and father one by one to give a report 

of their day's activities and were scolded or praised according 
to their respective records. Sung declares that in these reports 
they were honest to a fault and he cannot remember any of the 
children ever having lied. Such was a typical day of Sung's boy- 
hood, during the two and me-half years he spent in the family 
school. 

Later he was to become more familiar with children outside 
the walls of his home and would go out into the village to play, 
and when he had spent about three years more in a private school 
for boys he was ready to go to the large, more modern school 
maintained by the village. fhe private school was scarcely more 
adequate than the school in the Sung home, for the pupils merely 
sat repeating by rote the reading lessons they learned from day 
to day. Sung declares that although they read perfectly they 
did not wy any attention to what they were reading and the mean- 
ings of the stories often went without effect on their young 
minds. There were about fifteen students, but in Guectae can pub- 
lis school which he attended later there were about three hundred. 


Sung says that ai all times an air of strict formality was 
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maintained between the children and their father and that they 
were more endeared to their mother because Chinese manners al- 
lowed her more intimacy with her offspring. He recalls his fa- 
ther as a very dignified, stern but lovable old gentleman. 

During all this reading in his school work Sung does re- 
call stories which were repeated by the children as favorites, 
and some of them were pointed to by his superiors as moral ex- 
amples. One of these was a story of lt he favorite] Confucius. The 
hero of the story is one Hsiang Tao, a small Bey *ABSUE twelve 
years of age. 

It happened that one day Tao and several companions were 
playing one one of the roads which led into their village, and 
it was decided to build a miniature city, using the road as the 
principal thoroughfare of their proposed settlement. So on ei- 
ther side of the public road they erected small, brick shops 
and homes after the crude manner of children; but finding the 
road too wide in proportion to their miniature village moved the 
buildings in farther toward the center of the road. When the 
construction was complete and the boys stood off to admire their 
work they heard the rumble of a cart dowm the road, and fearing 
that their work would be destroyed they stood in the middle of 
the road some distance from the small village to instruct the 
driver t6 drive off the road am around their buildings. 


The driver remonstrated with the children, however, because 
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it was more dangerous to drive off the road at that point, and 
he bade them tear dow the small buildings so that the cart 
could passe. But as the driver railed at the children a man 
Stuck his head out of the covered part of the cart and asked 
the driver what all the noise was about. The driver imparted 
the news to his master, who happened to be Confucius himself, 
and the master got down from the cart to ask the children the 
Same request which had been mde by the driver. But Hsiang Tao, 
the hero of our story, abruptly told the master that it was not 
the sensible thing to do. “tyne ever heard of moving a village 
for the sake of a cart," he exclaimed. "The cart must drive ar- 
ound the village." Confusius was impressed by the reasoning of 
the lad before him and asked him the extent of his knowledge. But 
the lad turned on the master and asked him the extent of his own. 
Whereupon Confucius replied in sage style that he knew all things 
before his eyes. The boy quickly put the question; "Then tell 
me the exact number of your eye lashes, Master." Confucius was 
forced to admit defeat at such wit and Hsiang Tao became the 
Classical example of a brilliant boy, a boy who had outwitted the 
great Confucius. 

So that Sung's position in the world at the time of his child- 
hood may be made clearer it is necessary to show the relationship 
which exis ted between his father and his seven brothers who lived 


in the Sung home. The eight Sung brothers lived in very comfort- 
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able conditions, but it was due solely to the father of our 
informant, who had been the only one to make a success in his 
business, and according to ancient Chinese custom which con- 
trolled the Sungs it was incumbent on the successful members of 
a family to take care of the less successful. 

It became a necessity, therefore, for Sung's father to pro- 
vide for the maintenance of his seven brothers and their fami- 
lies, and it can readily be seen that the aggregate formed quite 
a community. That is the reason why Sung's life was so closely 
bound up in the restrictions of family and the traditions of an- 
Cient China. Over his father's house, his grandfather ruled su- 
preme, Sung declares, and every cent earned by his father was ta- 
ken to the grandfather, who distributed it equally among the bro- 
thers. 

Sung himself recalls an incident which Kappened in his early 
childhood which well exemplifies the Chinese method of family 
equality. He had been given several apples by a neighboring 
farmer and he states that as soon as he received the gift he 
took them straight to his mother to have her divide them if his 
other brothers and sisters wanted some. But Sung alsorecalls a 
delicacy of Chinese etiquette by further pointing out that no one 
took any of his apples. But it must be made clear that he first 
was bound in honor to offer a division of his gift in case anoth- 


er wanted a part of what he had received. 
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On feast days there was an interruption of the normal 
routine in the Sung household and an atmosphere of freedom and 
gaiety prevailed, although for the children that freedom per- 
mitted only the enjoyment of the simplest pleasures, and at 
times the only fun they had was watching their elders. But this 
too was a welcome diversion in the strict order of the home.

nineteenth. On this day everyone visited the temple and made 
offerings with incense. It was also the custom for newly mar- 
ried couples to go together to the shrine to pray for the birth 
of sons to their union. | 

On May 5, came the celebration of the Dragon Boat festival, 
and on a river in the vicinity boat races were held with great 
color and pageantry. No trophies were offered for the winners 
of these races, but it was considered a high honor for a man to 
be victorious. 

On August 15 they celebrated the full moon or harvest feast, 
and on October 1 the Chinese national holiday which corresponds 
to our Hallowe'en, was observed. On this day everyone visited 
the graves of the deceased and left spirit money and food for 
those who had died and were buried in the graveyard. Sung ex- 
plains that these offerings were made so that the spirits of the 
departed ones would not want for comfort and with the money they 
ure supposed to buy what clothey they needed to keep them warm 
through the coming winter. 

That was the list of holidays observed by Sung's family, 
and on each occasion a feast was spread to make the celebration 
immessive on the appetites as well as on the minds of the parti- 
Cipants. Practically the entire village would turn out on these 
occasions for at that time Christianity had not made a serious 


impression on anyone in the community. Almost everyone was of 
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the Buddhist belief. 

The most important hero of the village was Kwan Kung, a 
legendary character who was supposed to watch over the people 
and protect them from invasion by an enemy. ‘The story of Kwan 
Kung's valor is known by every Chinese boy, and so valorous do 
they paint his character that even when the boys grow up and 
the more progressive ones adopt new beliefs they still have a 
love for the character of Kwan Kung. 

Kwan Kung is adored in China as a God, principally because 
of his great character, which stood the test against every tempta- 
tion of evil. What makes the hero even more lovable among the 
common people is that he is one of their number, having sprung 
from an humble origin. He lived in about the time of 250 A.D. 

At that time the Chinese empire was divided into three king- 
domes, Kwan ruling me of the three divisions. ‘The other two 
kingdoms were ruled over by Liu Bay and Chang Fey, respectively. 
The entire land was in a State of turmoil and there were frequent 
skirmishes for power on the part of the rival kingdoms. sBut the 
three rulers of the kingdoms were benevolent awa sage men and 
they finally assembled for a truce to see what should be done by 
way of maintaining peace. When the three rulers had gathered and 
become acquainted they found that their ideas were so much alike 
that they would forever cement the peace of their country by com- 


bining under one rule. They agreed to have Liu Bay as king and 
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the pact was that all three men would die at the same time. 
The agreement was pledged by the three that if one should die 
the other two would voluntarily ask for: death also. In this 
manner they were absolutely sure of their plan. 

But certain of the lesser lords or rulers would not agree 
to the truce of the three leaders and omce Kwan was taken pri- 
soner by Tsao Tseh, a powerful lesser ruler who was determined 
to stay independent of the combine. Tsao proposed to Kwan that 
he stay in his province and command his armies and he would ne- 
ver have to want for anything as long as he lived; but Kwan 
pointed out the agreement he had made with the other two rulers 
and said that he could not. "If you want to kill me you may," 
Kwan told him, “but otherwise let me go, for 1 am no good to you 
staying here in idleness when 1 will not work for your cause." 

But fsao had too much respect far the great Kwan's ability 
to kill him, and yet he did not want to let him go. 80 he con- 
fined Kwan in a luxurious palace, treating him as a royal and 
welcome guest though he was a prisoner. And to beguile the pri- 
soner he sent ten of the most beautiful maidens of his province 
to pamper and delight the warrior. Each day Tsao also ordered 
thas a number of gold pieces be presented as a gift to Kwan so 
he would gradually learn to love the material things which would 
be his if he denounced his pact and remained. But Kwan disdain- 


ed the beautiful girls, refusing their favors, and he put the 
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money aside. He grew restless of his confinement and decided 
to start out to return to nis own kingdom. 

He sent word to Tsao that he wished to see him so that he 
might honorably state his intentions of leaving so that Tsao 
might kill him if he sowished. He felt certain, however, that 
Tsao, knowing of his pact with the two other leaders, would spare 
his life. But Tsao did not reply to the warning that Kwan was 
about to depart and the messenger retumed word to Kwan that Tsao 
was ill and could not see him at that time. Kwan waited a while 
and sent a second message and received the same reply, and after 
a few more days when he did not get a satisfactory answer to a 
third message he decided to leave the province without Tsao's 
consent. | 

But Tsao, hearing of Kwan's departure, sent a warning to all 
the garrison posts through which Kwan must pass in reaching his 
own land. He ordered that Kwan should be apprehended and taken 
prisoner. Kwan, however, told of his pact to all the leaders 
who took him and when they deigned to hold him even when they 
knew his story Kwan put up fight and slew the leaders who block- 
ed his passage. In this manner Kwan had reached the land near 
his owmm kingdom where Liu Bay, his fraternal brother, sat as ru- 
ler; but Tsao hearing of the victorious and seemingly invulner- 
able Kwan followed the man and finally overtook him just before 


he reached safety. Tsao asked Kwan why he had not honorably 
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told him that he was leaving and Kwan told him that he had 

sent several messages to him to let him know. But Tsao found 
it still impossible for him to slay Kwan in respect to the pact 
the latter had made with the two other men. He permitted Kwan 
to return to his kingdom. 

some years after this Tsao, having increased his power, led 
a formidable army of 800,000 men against the kingdom of Wu, the 
land over which Liu Bay ruled as emperor, and Kwan was announced 
as one of the generals to defend the country. But ina great 
battle Tsao was defeated, and with a small number of protective 
soldiers fled the scene of battle. Liu Bay, hearing of Tsao's 
flight, sent Kwan after hin, with the instructions that Tsao 
should be either slain or captured. But Kwan did not want to 
accept the mission, and the general who was sending Kwan told 
him that if he did not capture or slay Tsao he would be put to 
death himself. The general had received word from his scouts in 
which direction Tsao would travel and Kwan was sent to guard a 
certain mountain pasa through which the fleeing leader was ex- 
pected to go. 

Kwan went to the place, but when he came across Tsao and saw 
him with his small band of men he could not rush upon him and 
Slay him as he had been commanded. Instead he conferred with 
Tsao, who was happy to see the great Kwan again, but reminded him 


of the escape he had allowed him years before from his own pro- 
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vince. Kwan was moved with his own gratitude and resolved to 
let Tsao and his men ywss, but when the commanding general who 
had sent him to capture the man arrived on the scene he told 
Kwan that he must forfeit his life for his failure in duty. 

Kwan submitted, saying that he did not have the heart to 
kill a man who had once befriended him so nobly as had Tsao; but 
before the execution could be held Liu Bay appeared on the scene, 
and explaining to the general the terms of their pact he said 
that if Kwan was to die he would die also. But Liu Bay was the 
king and the king was certainly higher than military discipline, 
and since the general could not kill Kwan without also killing 
liu Bay he was forced to let the warrior go free of the offense. 

The story parades a great number of virtues, the reason, 
no doubt, being that it is so frequently repeated to school chil- 
dren, according to Sung. Besides being: the favorite tale of Chi- 
na it exemplifies the virtues of the principal hero of his vil- 
lage. 

When Sung had finished his secondary school training in the 
village of Chang Li he was sent down to Tien Tsin to enter the 
university. There he went to a ty pical Chinese university, where 
the sons of wealthy parents and noblemen gather for the highest 
learning their land can provide. Sung attended the college of 
law and received his degree, but when he had finished he found 


that he was dissatisfied with the manner of practising law in 
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China, finding it superficial and in some instances not as ho- 
norable as he had anticipated. 

These conclusions he explained to his mother and she, tak- 
ing a personal interest in the matter, urged her son, if he was 
not satisfied, to learn another profession and to follow it ac- 
cording to his conscience. His heart was set on coming to Ameri- 
ca, believing that in this country he would find methods of earn- 
ing a living which would be more to his liking. Sung frowned 
upon the Chinese system, holding it was antiquated and behind the 
rest of the world. 

so the mother, fighting the protests of Sung's father, pro- 
vided for her son to come to America. That was nine years ago, 
and because Sung came to this country totally unprepared for stu- 
dy in that he ane trat even learned the language, found the way 
extremely difficult. He spent at least two years upon his arri- 
val going from one school to another, auditing classes so that he 
would become familiar with the language. Now he speaks it well 
enough to be a student of excellent ranking at the University of 
Southern California. 

Sung frankly admits that his heart is in China, though he 
has found much in America to keep his mind off of his constant 
nostalgia. He has majored in economics and in his studies, which 
have been extraordinarily well done, he sees things amiss with the 


capitalistic system. By no means is he a communist, but he does 
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helieve that capitalism has failed and that a more sociological 
form of government must be established. He believes that in 
the present governmental administration there is a tendency to 
a more ideal form of rulership by the people and believes that 
if the country does not uphold Roosevelt it will meet with dis- 
aster later in its history. 

Kwan has hopes of doing a great work for China some day, 
for he definitely plans to return. He frankly admits that he 
finds America superficial and lacking in those qualities which 
have a sustaining force during periods of long depression. That 
is the reason why he sees a necessity for change in our sociolo- 
gieal aspect. 

Sung further believes that the people of his own race who 
come to this country and adopt Christianity are very insincere. 
He thinks that the pwhilosophy of his country is supreme, and 
though:he holds himself up as being too modern and progressive 
to believe in all the religious lore of Uhina, he believes that 
the substance of oriental teaching and moral aspect are ideal in 
a properly conducted society. 

Sung has never married and does not intend to do so in the 
near future. He speculates that such a step may be taken if he 
ever gets back to China, but his heart is not set on any certain 
woman. He has, in fact, become almost celibate in his attitude 


towards the opposite sex, just as he has had to hide his yearning 
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for China in an overdose of study and cultural activity. He 
enjoys mingling with Americans, not only for the pleasure he 
gets out of their chatty gaiety, but also because he is learn- 
ing something of the people which may serve him later if he ever 
gets his return ticket to China. 

There is one objection to the United States which he upholds 
with vehemence, believing that it was caused by selfish, short- 
Sighted politicians. The objection is his condemnation of the 
immigration laws which prohibit citizenship to orientalis. He 
says that the restriction has embittered the Japanese against Ame- 
rica and started them on a program of armament which will eventu- 
ally work to America's doom. He thinks the measure was an uneall- 
ed-for humiliation of the haughty Japanese and he gives his opi- 
nion as the result of his observations made in Japan, where he vi- 
sited before coming to America. 

Sung has been in this country since 1927, but at the present 
time cannot see the slightest prospect of returning because of 
the aforementioned prejudice of the ruling Japanese against Chi- 


nese students who have received their education in America. 
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
